Bandit Leader Wang to Kill Passengers'Seized 


on Train Unless Diplomatic Representatives 
Will Underwrite Total Ransom 
Won't 


Accept Peking's Word. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
SHANGHAI, May 14.—Unless the foreign diplomatip 


representatives in China guarantee by tonight that the Chi- 
'nese government will carry out the ter^ns fixed by Chinese 
bandits in the Shantung hills, the foreigners held captives 
will be killed, Father William Lenf ers, an aged priest, who 
corresponded with the chieftains Sunday reported to the U. 
S. consul at Lenching today. Father Lenf ers described5 the 
chieftain called Wang as "a young man clean, well dressed 
and wearing eyeglasses." The priest persuaded Wang to' 
extend for one day the limit of his ultimatum fixed at two 
days from Sunday. Wang told him the pledges of Chinese 
officials meant nothing to the bandits, hence word of the for- 
eign diplomats must be given. Commander Wang drafted 
his terms/which did not demand'money but required'that 
the Peking government restore all bandits to the status of 
regular soldiers with the pledge they would suffer no re- 
prisals. Father Lenfers, arriving in Lenching after innum- 
erable hardships presented Wang's letter to the United 
States consul today.

Officers Rice and Cole, of Sehool- 
fleld. answered a hurry call from the 
road camp near 
Bachelor's 
Hall, 


which brougrht -the information that 
Jones in a Ford car, with one other 
negro man and two negro women, 
had just run Into a truck and had 
fired three shots from a pistol at a 
road foreman. The negro shot when 
the foreman tried to stop him, after 
he had run into the truck. The fore- 
man was not hit. 


Answering the' call 
the 
officers 
stopped the negroes v near 
Coate'e 


school. A search of the car disclosed 
thirteen gallons of white lightning. A 
38-calibro 
pistol 
was taken 
from 
Jones. 
All four were placed under 
arrest and- the officers started back 
to Schoolfield with their prisoners. As 
the officers 
were 
approachinjc the 


Schoolfield -bridge Jones opened the 
car door, jumped and ran, making 
good his escap". 
The officers had 


no handcuffs with them and as there 
could only be one officer in each 
car Jones had little trouble in get- 
ting away. 
Officers believe that he 


will be apprehended in the near fu- 
turp. He lives on Poorhouse Hill. 
Jones was 
convicted in 
mayor's 


court last week and was given a 
30-day sentence and fined S50. 
The 
jail sentence was remitted jbecause 
"the negro had o.nly bee ncought _with 
one gallon.

The fact that he'was arrested yes- 


terday with a pistol makes the charge 
against him a felony.

Chicago Tribune correspondent, un- 
der date of May 11 told Mr. Doiley, 
who invaded the bandit c*mp near 
Tsac Chuang, Shantung. ,the fo^ow- 
ing story of his capture and impris- 
onment by bandits: 


"Sunday morning at 3:30 o'clock I 


was awakened by j-ifle rife. 
The 


train slowed down to about ten miles 
an hour and then stopped 
with 
a 


sharp lurch. 
My stateroom compan- 


ion, M. Barbere.'a Frenchman, jump- 
ed from his berth and we looked from 
the window and saw men running to- 
ward the train from all directions 
and firing indiscriminately. 
We got 


our revolvers from our bags and no 
sooner done bo than a rifle barrel was 
crashed through the window on thy 
inside of our compartment 
and 
our 


uoor forced open. 


"With two rifle barrels pressed to 


our breasts »ve had no use for our re- 
volvers, BO we handed them over. One 
of th"e bandits seized both mv hands, 
and finding a ring on my finger, 
lie 


nearly tore off the finger in his haste 
to get it. The same was dom- to M. 
Barbere. The bandits ransacked our 
cabins and left us. 


"Fortunately as son as the bandits 


had passed on to the nextacompas t- 
ment we put on our coats and trous- 
ers and then looked out of the win- 
dow. 
The night was bright and in the 


moonlight it looked as though at least 
1,000 
men were running About the 


trajn, breaking open bags and 
suit- 


cases. Several bandits then came back 
to our car and dragged us off the 
car and across the plains. 


"The commotion caused in 
ran-1 tance. 


which consisted of a crude fort with 
walls and rifle rost.q all about. 
Wo 


climbed or fell through an .opening 
and fell in a heap in the first «helter. 
No one paid the sllghtes-t attention to 
the blazing sun, we were all so ex- 
hausted. We stretched out in all man- 
ner of positions 
and 
nursed 
our 


wounds with no attention to the bul- 
lets -whistling overhead. 
"There was no water for at least 


three hours and then the first Jugfull 
was gobbled up by bandits. 
After 


we had rested a little we took stock 
of the injured and several of the men 
sacrificed their pajamas and 
shirts 


for the bleeding feet and sprained 
ankles of the women. We were in the 
biasing sun and under fire all day and 
wnen one or two of the captives got 
together the 
bandits 
immediately 


grew suspicious.and made them move 


"About 4 p. m., a 
bandit 
arrived 


arrived) with bread or cakes, consist- 
ing of thin sheets made from koalmg 
flour. 
Few cared for more than a 


mouthful and they brought us strips 
of leather cut from our own traveling 
bags. A few minutes later 
another 


bandit arrived with raw eggs, which 
were immediately devoured and then 
we bad a little water. 
"About five p. m., one of the chiefs 


arrived and asked us to 
write 
the 
Northern Commander stating that all 
foreigners would be immediately kill- 
ed if the firing did not cease. Half ar 
hour after the leter was dispatched 
the firing practically ceased. Several 
letters to this effect were demanded 
and gotten by the chief. Finally the 
chief insisted on one of the 
women 
carrying a message, and Miss Corelli, 
an Italian started out but she 
was 


turned back, 
"We were all herded together and 


marched down the other side of the 
mountain at s'ix o'clock and herded 
along at double quick over the moun- 
tain road, strewn with bouders and 
sharp flint stones.

up 


steadilv all night with :i

stop. We were cautioned not to speak 
and the thoughtless ones'were yank- 
ed up with a hand clipped over the 
mouth.

written on a battered typewriter to 
members of nine socially prominent 
families in the last ten years, led yes- 
terday to the New York Yacht Club, 
of which J. P .Morgan formerly was 


COGeorgerMaxwell, leader In the mu- 
sic publishing world, and son of bn- 
William Maxwell of Edinburgh. Scot- 
land, is expected to return voluntarily 
from Europe'to face two indictments 
charging forgery and misdemeanor by 
the grand jury as the result as scur- 
rilous letters sent to Allan A. Ryan 
concerning alleged improper conduct 
of Sirs. Ryan. 
On several of the defamatory mis- 


sives, the writer had typewritten the 
names of William Butler .Duncan, 
capitalist, 
and Charles M. Billings, 
Secretary of the Guaranty Safe,De- 
posit Company in the upper left-hand 
corners ot the envelopes, where re- 
turn addresses are placed.- Beneath 
each man's name on the envelopes was 
•'New York Yacht Club." 
All Members of Club. 
Mr. Duncan is chairman of 
the 
Membership Committee of the New I 
York Yacht Club, Mr/ Billings is a 
member of 
the House -Committee.. 


Maxwell is still a member in good 
standing. 
Mr. Duncan and Mr. Billings ap- 
peared as witnesses before the grand 
jury. Papers submitted' to the jury 
as evidence were taken from Max- 
well's safe deposit box. at the Guar- 
anty Safe Deposit Company.
